Judging from the material that thus far 
has reached the Criminal Court building it 
will be easier to reach the lawless agencies 
than the justices whom they influence. This 
is satisfactory to Mr. Deneen, as the agencies 
are rated by him. as the root of the evil of 
blank summonses and kindred abuses. 


Law on Blank Summonses. | 

The practice of issuing blank summonses 
as an act in itself, as the law now stands, 
Assistant State's Attorney Blair is con- 
vinced, cannot be punished, though it is to 
be condemned. 

But,“ said Mr. Blair last night. our 
statutes provide that where a justice of the 
peace is guilty of wiliful and corrupt op- 
pression, malfeasance in Office, or partiality 
he may be convicted and is liable to a fine 
not exceeding $1,000, and may be removed 
from office. There is a line of English cases 
hoiding that fear and favor may come under 
the description of dishonest, oppressive, and 
corrupt motive. It would have to be brought 
home to a justice, however, that he did act 
from fear or favor in order to make him lia- 
ble for malfeasance. If in a given case suf- 
ficient evidence should appear that a justice 


of the peace issued a summons in blank to. 


be filled out through a motive of fear or 
favor, and to go contrary to the statutes, be- 
cause of partiality, he could be convicted ot 


malfeasance.“ 


collection Agent a Constable. 

One development ot the day was that 
President H. J. Kramer of the Spencer 
agency does not have to call a constable 
when he wishes to serve a summons. He is 
a eonstable himself, credited to the town 
of Lake View. According to the county 
records he was elected Nov. 4, 1002, and filed 
his bond on Dec. 8. His commigsion expires

He secured his election after he had em- 
barked in the debt collecting business.

MAFIA HUNT DEADLY |

Victim Is Slain in New York 
After Pursuit of Five Years. 


New York, Sept. 11.—[Special,}—Relent- 
lessly pursued for five years by the Mafia, 
Arawello Darianio, formerly a sergeant in 
the Italian police service, was tured by a 
woman to the hallway of a tenement at 2199 
Second avenue in Harlem today and shot 
to death. 

Although at least two slots were fired at 
an hour when the building was swarming 
with occupants, no one was found by the 
police who will admit having heard them. 
One woman confesses she heard a slight 
scuffie in the hall outside her room, but fur- 
ther than that in obtaining witnesses to the 
crime the police so faf have not been able 


to go, 
Pursued by Mafia Across Bea. 
From the murdered man's mother, with 
whom he lived, a story of the recent life of 
this last victim of Mafia vengeance was ob- 


tional fiction ‘of vendetta punishment on 
those who sinned against its laws. Consid- 
ering the station in life to which he was 
born Darianio’s prospects were of the bright- 
est. He rose in the Italian police service 
until he became a sergeant in one of the 
cities of Sicily. There he wound a net of evi- 
dence about the leader of one of the many 


branches of the Mafia society and was large- 


ly responsible for bringing him, a murderer, 
to justice. From that day until he finally 
fell into the snare laid for him by the woman 
today he led a doomed man s life. His was 
@ perpetual attempt to keep ahead of his 
pursuers, and his existence become 80 
wretched that only a few days ago he told 
his mother he would sooner die than prolong 
a life which had become more unbearable 
than that of a hunted dog. 


Escaped Thrice in Italy. 
Three attempts were made upon his life 
before he abandoned Italy. Taking his old 
mother with him, he crossed the seas, only 
to meet the death which he had come to 
take for granted would finally be his. Com- 
ing to this city a few months ago, Darianio 
first lived in a tenement in Mulberry street, 
and, though taking an assumed name, he 
was finally tracked down. He then moved 
to Little Italy, in Harlem. 

He was seen on Thursday talking with a 
woman who is described by one Italian 


He met 
the same woman again today about noon 
and was overheard making an appointment 
to meet her near a saloon in the hallway 
in which his dead body was found leas than 
two hours later. The only direct: evidence 
in the possession of the police is a wom- 
an's shoe, with the hee! partly torn off, and 


beneath the body. Darianio was seen to 
enter the hallway. He had been there less 
than five minutes, when two young men, 
whom the witnesses do not know, stepped 
briskly around the corner of the street and 
entered the saloon by the side door, Pre- 
sumably they passed through to the hall- 
way, where Darianio stood in conversation 


ting two bullets into his head, either of 
which would have resulted in ingtant death. 


OCrowd Aids Murderers. 

The moment after thé shots were fired the 
two men, accompanied by the woman, dashed 
out from the hallway into the street. From 
other doorways a dozen men ran out and 
jostied the persons who happened to be 
passing in order, it is believed, that the 
fugitives might escape notice as far as pos- 
sible. The woman and the men ran up the 
street and disappeared.

FIRE IS HER SHROUD. 


Woman Finds Death by Flames 
In Presence of Helpless Mother. 


LIFE TOO HARD TO ENDURE. 


While her aged mother, blind and para- 
lyzed, sat near calling to her helplessly, Mrs. 
Clara Costello was burning herself to death 
last evening. The suicide, committed in this 
agonizing way, was due to Mrs. Costello's 
’ despondency over knowledge that her hus- 
band was hopelessly insane and over her real- 
ization that in all ways mn 
live, 

The younger woman had not told her moth- 
er of her intention, and she set to work at 
this last task shortly after 6 p. m. in the 
room they both oceupied in the rear of the 
house at 164 Crosby street. She took a can 
of kerosene, liberally saturated her clothing 
with it, and touched a match to the clothing. 


Hears Her Daughter Scream. 

When the flames burst out over the oll 
soaked clothing of Mrs. Costello she tried 
to keep quiet, but soon was screaming and 

running about the room. 

The old mother, hearing but not seeing, 
eried out to her daughter in wonder at the 
cause and reached gropingly toward her— 
as the daughter told later, before she died 
—but she could not quiet the shrieks of 
agony and could only sit in her chair and 
listen.

Both Women Carried Out. 

Mrs. Costello was lying half-unconscious 
on the floor. Both women were dragged to 
the yard and the flames were extinguished. 
Mrs. Costello was taken to the German hos- 
pital, where she was able to tell briefly of her 
effort at suicide. She died within two hours. 

Mrs. Costello was 30 years old and had 
become the only support of her mother. 
Her husband had been a salesman, and at 
one time the family had been moderately 
well off. The death of their only child last 
year was followed by the illness of the 
father, who lately was sent to Dunning, 
being declared insane. 

Mrs. Hannah Belling, the mother, was 
supported for a time by Mrs. Costello, who 
was able to work as clerk in downtown de- 
partment stores. Then Mrs. Costello lost 
several positions because of Ill health. 4 

Latterly she had had only temporary em- 
ployment as janitress or scrubwoman. 
Until last month she retained hope of her 
husband’s ultimate recovery, but then ‘was 
told that his case was hopeless. After that 
she was despondent and Spoke of suicide.

Found Clinging to Bottom of an 


NINE HAD GIVEN UPTO DEATH 


and Four Nichts. 


Providence, R. I., Sept. 11.~fSpecial, Lone 
of the most grewsome sea tragedies was told 
today when the schooner W. 8. Fielding 
reached this port from West Indian waters. 
Nearing Port au Prince on the outward voy- 
age the Fielding ran near a dark object bob- 
bing over the seas. It was found to be an 
overturned boat with seven men and one 
woman clinging to it, striving with the little 
strength they had left to hold on the slippery 
bottom. How they managed to do so is a 
miracle. 

The coasting schooner to which they be- 
longed had struck a rock and partly filled. 
Then it suddenly had turned turtle.” The 
crew of seventeen persons had all managed 
to get upon the bottom of the overturned 
craft. Then ensued four days of starvation 
ahd thirst, during which nine of the seven- 
teen died, and then the fifth day came the 
thrilling rescue of the eight survivors. - 

The Fielding was abous twelve miles dis- 
tant from the island of Gonaive when the 
boat was sighted by Capt. King, who was in 
command,| He took a long survey of the 
object through nis binocular and then had 
the course of his vessel changed. As the 
schooner drew near he saw a ship bottom up 
arid the bleached arms. of living persons 
clinging to the capsized thing. The dark 
hair of the woman was floating over the sea 
as the waves ran and fell along the bobbing 
keel, 

Throws Out Life Line. 

Capt. King decided to run along close by. 
He had his life line ready and at the right 
moment threw it toward the wreck. Two 


men and a woman caught the line and held | 


on. They were dragged aboard like so many 
fish. Fear of death in the hour of éeliver- 
ance impelled them to hold on with so firm 
a grip that even when safely aboard they 
2 hardly be persuaded to relinquish the 
Capt. King decided it would be too great a 
risk to depend on the life line to save the 
other five men, who surely would be drowned 
if they released their hold upon the wreck. 
The Fielding’s crew unlashed a boat and put 
it overboard. The captain took the five men 
into it and carried them aboard ship, The 
rescued persons are in a serious: condition, 
and had been without food or water for four 
days and nights. 

The vessel was a small schooner and had 
five days before the wreck was sighted left 
the island of Gonaive, Haytl, for the island 
of Mirigoane, carrying seventeen persons, in- 
cluding the captain. It was loaded with fruits 
and provisions. | 


Schooner Strikes a Rock. | 

When a day out from Gonalve the schoon- 
er struck a rock. All the schooner’s com- 
pany managed to ging to the wreck. So 
quickly had the boat turned turtle that 
not a mouthful of food or a drop of drinking 
water could be saved. The first day there 
was a hot and blinding sun and a choppy 
sea. Their hunger and thirst were bad 
enough, but added to these was the terrible 
pounding and scraping of their bodies on 


the ship's bottom as the waves lifted and | 


dropped them. Their legs and then their 
bodies were beaten, scraped, and cut until 


the blood flowed freely. 


The men began to give out the second 
day. One by one they became exhausted 
and, losing their hold, slipped into the sea.

MPEROR NICHOLAS has just given 
E flogging as a disciplinary measure in 


prisons, penitentiaries, and in penal 


In March, 1893, the late czar issued a de- 
cree abolishing all corporal punishment of 


women convicts and prisoners, and this mer- | 


citul measure now has been extended to male 


It is a decree which has resulted from the 
reports made to Nicholas by one of the most 
trusted officers of his personal staff, whom he 
quietly sent last spring to visit the various 


penal institutions in European as well as in 


Asiatic Russia for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether there was any foundation for 
the reports that reached him from abroad 
concerning. the .frightful barbarity alleged 
to be practiced in the Muscovite prisons, 
especially in Saghalien. 

The investigation was made without any 
fuss or noise and the revelations resulting 
therefrom are said to have surpassed even 
the worst expectations of the emperor. In- 
deed, he has been so horrified by what he 
learned that he immediately proceeded to 
issue the ukase, strictly prohibiting all that 
corporal punishment which until now has 
played so notable a role in the prison disci- 
pline of Russia. 

If, therefore, there are any more of those 
terrible cases of inmates of | being 
flogged to death they will be in defiance of 
the emperor’s orders, and will constitute mal- 
feasance on the part of disobedient officials. 


— 
It cannot, however, be said that flogging 
has entirely disappeared from Russia, al- 
though the government has abandoned its 
use. It still exists in the villages. These, 
which possess a great deal more of self-gov- 
ernment than people realize abroad, are 
governed by village elders, who, elected by 
the peasants themselves, administer the vil- 
lage or commune, being responsible for its 
behavior to the government. 


These village elders by the consent of the 


peasants themselves still retain the right of 
ordering, not individually but collectively, 
corporal punishment, which they themselves 
cause to be inflicted. And when in extreme 
cases this corporal punishment proves un- 


availing, the village elders have a right to 


consign the black sheep of the “ mir,” or 
commune, to deportation to Siberia. 

But that is the only form of corporal pun- 
ishment which still survives in Russia, and 
if it has been retained it is by the wish of 
the people themselves as expressed at their 
communal. elections, the moujik, as a rule, 


preferring a sound flogging administered by | 


his neighbors, and perhaps by relatives, to 
fines, imprisonment, and even exile. _

The recent alterations to which the French 
embassy at Berlin has just been subjected 
have led to the removal of its famous weather 
vane, which consisted of a uhlan, a strange 
ornament for a French embassy, when one 
recalis the popular hatred entertained in 
France for this particular branch of the 
German cavalry since the war of 1870.

It owed its origin to old Field Marshal

political career. But he was entombed in 


Westminster Abbey in deferenee to the| 
wishes of his admirers, and his grave, in- 


stead of being untrodden and adorned with 
flowers, is marked merely by a stone let into 
the pavement over which thousands of feet 


tramp daily. . 


Lord Beaconsfield, on the other hand, was 


characteristically desirous of receiving a na- 
tional funeral and of being entombed in West- 
minster Abbey. But owing to the odd pro- 
vision in the will of the eccentric Jewish 
woman, Mrs. Brydges Williams, whose ad- 
miration had taken the form of bequeathing 
to. him the larger portion of her fortune, on 
the condition that he be buried by her side, 
it was fownd impracticable to comply with his 
wishes. There would have been no objection 
to transferring the remains of his wife, the 
Viscountess Beaconsfield, from her grave at 
Hughenden to lie by his side in Westminster 
Abbey. Indeed. Mrs. Gladstone's remains 
reposed beside those of her husband in that 
venerable fane. But it was obviously im- 
possible to transplant Mrs. Brydges Williams 
to the abbey, or to find a place for her there. 


And so Benjamin Disraeli, instead of being 


entombed in what Macaulay described as 

“the Great Temple of Silence and Concilia- 
tion, where the animosities of ten centuries 
lie buried, reposes in Hughenden church-. 
yard between his wife, the Viscountess Bea- 
consfield, and his benefactress, Mrs. Brydges 
Williams, whose fortune enabled him to re- 
main in political life at a moment when owing 
to financial straits he was about to abandon 
it for a more remunerative career. ä

CHICAGO JUSTICES FAVOR LASH 
Fon WIFE BEATERS. 


Caverly Regrets Law Does Not Allow 


Men Whom He Fined—Says Impris- 
on ůnent Makes Families Suffer— 
_Prindiville Also Advocates Dela- 
ware Cure for Cruelty—Hurley Pre- 
fers Putting Offenders in Chain Gang 


Two Chicago police justices yesterday de- 
clared themselves in favor of the whipping 
post for wife beaters. After severely pun- 
ishing “three men who had abused their 
wives, Justice John R. Caverly said he re- 
gretted that the law prevented him from im- 
posing the Delaware form of punishmert. 
Justice John K. Prindiville also announced 
himself in favor of the whipping post, but 
Justice Timothy D. Hurley favored a chain 
gang for wife beaters. - 


Three Given Heavy Fines... 
These were fined by Justice Caverly at the 


Harrison street police station: 

Harry Brooks, $85 and costs. 
Lou Oliver, $100 and costs. 

Philip Treusner, $100 and costs. 

Testimony showed that Treusner, coming 
home intoxicated late at night, frequently 
beat his wife for being asleep. He arrived 
home at midnight on Tuesday. Because 
Mrs. Treusner refused to secure drink for 
him then, he kicked her in the face and 
drove her into the street, clad only in her 
nightgown. His.wife supported him for a 
year, it is said, by doing laundry work. 
' Oliver, the second offender, was alleged 
to have beaten his wife frequently during 
the first seven weeks after their marriage. 
He struck her because she refused to sup- 
port him. . 

Brooks is said to have struck his wife 


| within three hours after their wedding, and 


to have continued his abuse until the day 
he was arrested. He, too, compelled his 
wife to support him. 


Looks to Delaware Idea. 
After disposing of the cases Justice Caverly 


No punishment is too severe for a man 
who beats his wife, but in nearly every in- 
‘stance the wife or children are the ones who 
suffer, because they are left without support. 
Some wife beaters support their families. 
We need legislation whereby such offenders 
can be punished without injuring the fam- 
ily. In my opinion the whipping post is the 
proper punishment. Let the beating be ad- 
ministered in some public place and let the 
man be pointed out as a wife beater. Dela- 
ware has successfully used such a form of 
punishment. and I. believe Illinois can.“ 

“I, too, am in favor of the whipping post 
for wife beaters,.”’ said Justice Prindivilie. 


i never will be lenient with such offenders 


when their wives object to their dismissal. 
Every man who beats his wife should be 
taken to the whipping vost. Legislation to 
this effect is needed in IIlinois.“ 


Hurley Favors Chain Gang.
